The nonpartlsans in their reso- 


lutions criticized Mr. Hoover as a 
"tool of big business" and asserted 
that the republican party 
had 


strayed from its original cour.se. 
The resolutions made it clear that 
the action was intended to show a 
lack of faith in . the 
republican 
party and its candidates rather 
than an endorsement of Gov. Al- 
fred E. Smith. 
Among 
the 
nonpartisans who 


backed the original Hoover resolu- 
tion, were Fred F. Graham, repub- 
lican national committeeman and 
Stephen Terhorst, who is manager 
of. the Hoover-Curtis clubs in North 
Dakota. 
Both Graham and Terhorst urg- 


ed that the party 
should remain 
"regular" in this campaign and 
back Hoover. 
They later joined 
the Independents meeting. 
The independent's committee also

United States Senators Lynn J. 
Fr.azier and 
Gerald P, Nye, of 
North Dakota, who have issued 
statements announcing support for 
Mr. Hoover.

Rev. Merrill Speaks. 


After It was announced that Rev. 


J. Howard Williams would be de- 
layed In reaching the meeting, C. 
G. Davidson took the floor as tem- 
porary chairman, and introduced 
Rev. Paul J. Merrill, pastor of thu 
First Christian church. Rev. Mer- 
rill stated that he had voted the 
democratic ticket for 22 years, but 
developments at the present time, 
made him change his affiliations.

Baaed on his own observation, 
the recommendations of the board 
of equalization of the past ytiar, 
and tho investigation of Franklin 
Scale, tax assessor and collector, 
of the experience of other cities, 
the citv commission, on the recom- 
mendation of Mavor J. S. Murnhi- 
son, contracted early thia spring 
for a scientific survey of the real 
property of the city. 
The contract 
was made with 
George 
G. Ehrenborg, 
valuation 
engineer, and associates of Dallas, 
to make a complete invoice and 
•unit system was completed after 
some three months' wor'k by Flh- 
renborg and his staff early 
this 
summer. The citv obtained a con- 
tract price of S5000 for this survey, 
•which price was considerably less 
than sums paid for similar service 
by other cities. It is understood 
that the actual exnense account of 
the Ehrenbore staff in Corsicana 
was equal at least to tho contract 
S>yice. 


What the System Includes. 
The Ehrenbors svstem included 


the following service to the city: 
1. A complete land unit map, 
showing unit foot values. 
2. A complete set of lot maps in 
loose leaf form, bound in substan- 
tial tinders, showing a map of 
each city block on one side, drawn 
to scaJii. and on the opposite side 
ownership, 
description, 
present 


value of, lot. and improvements, 
with a space provided for assessed 
valuations as finally passed by tho 
board of eaualizatlon. The own- 
ership was taken from the 1927 tax 
rolls plus a first hand field check 
of each piece of property. 
3 To furnish the services of ex- 
perts in land valuation methods, 
who, with the help of the local 
board, ascertained the value 
of 
each single street to the lots and 
parcels of land fronting thereon, 
and then havina received the Judg- 
ment of two local amiraisers 
on 
lots in each block, compute on their 
basis the valuation of all lots and 
parcels accurately and proportion- 
ately, according to unit for 
the 
valuation, taking into considera- 
tion depreciation for bad location, 
creek overflow, etc. 
4 To furnish also services 
of 
experts in building valuation meth- 
ods, to measure and describe build- 
ings and improvements applying 
factors of valuation and deprecia- 
tion for each, based upon the fair 
market cost of new reproduction, 
with specific and consideration for 
mechanical 
deterioration, 
obso- 
lescence, age and lack of utility. 
Information and data, for each 
building to be tabulated on a per- 
manent 
record 
card, 
giving in 
complete detail the type of struc- 
ture,and equipment, and other fac- 
tors i entering into the true value 
of the structure. 
5, To supply all of this Informa- 
tion in convenient and readily fil- 
able form, giving in one envelope 
the complete data of each piece of 
property within a give nblock, 
Can See Comparative Values at a 
Glance. 
Under this system It is possible 


for the interested individual tax- 
payer as well as the 
board of 
equalization to "lay the cards on 
the table" with retard to any cer- 
tain piece of proper y or the prop- 
erty of a given area so that the 
taxpayer or the equalizer may see 
at a glance just how certain prop- 


I erties compare and the physical 
basis of setting the figure on the 
valuation. 
. ... 
It is stated 
In behalf of the 
scientific plan tha,t only an actual 
field sur\ey will show accurately 
all the real property wl'.hin the city 
and at the same time give expert 
appraisal as to its actual value. 
It is further pointed out that 
such a survey is the only means of 
determining whether all propert;. 
is listed for 
taxation, and that 
other properties, such as rMlroads 
and utilities, cannot be fairly val- 
ued fro-i the citv's 
standpoint 


•without such a field survey. 
Here's What the Unit Syste a Gives 
The Ehrenborg plan—in com-noi 


•with other similar surveys used by 
various 
cities — Includes certain 


cardinal factors essential to com- 
plete and fair valuation: 
a. It gives an actual compari- 
son in convenient form 
of each 


piece of real property. 
b. It uses a tried and tested 
plan of setting values on land aft- 
er the first value has been deter- 
mined by two experienced 
local 
appraisers who are 
conversant 
with property values, working in- 
dependently, 
establishing 
a fair 
value on a given property in each 
block within the city. It includes 
a field diagram and description of 
each building and improvements. 


c. If seeks through an exper- 


ienced staff man to place a pro- 
portion of fair value on the entire 
property of the city from a central 
viewpoint. 


This survey and unit appraisal 
system In its final analysis is sim- 
ply a collection 
of information 


from which the citv's own board 
of appraisers, in compliance 
with 
the law, sets the final figure. 
As 
will be pointed out later, previous 
boards of equalizers have declared 
that they are more or less helpless 
without some sort of comprehen- 
sive basis on which to work, and 
that in the necessities of the occa- 
sion, without such a survey their 
work is to a degree somewhat hap- 
hazard. 


Before contracting with the tax 
survey and unit 
system, 
Mayor 
Murchlson Invited the taxpayers of 
Corsicana, through an announce- 
ment in the Daily Sun, to meet at 
a given date at the city hall to 
hear details of the plan and 
to 
voice their opinion. Only a small 
number of taxpayers responded to 
the mayor's invitation and there 
appears to be a great deal of mis- 
understanding as to the plan and 
purpose of the city administration 
with regard to the survey. 


It is in response to a feeling that 
there is not sufficient information 
on the plan on the part of the av- 
erage business man before either 
condemning or approving that this 
special bulletin is volunteered from 
the chamber of commerce so that 
its own members at least may be 
more conversant with the program 
Board of Equalizers Kecommend 


Plan. 
In this connection the findings 


of the board 
of eaualization 
in 


1927 giving their judgment on the 
city's tax situation after their sov- 
eral weeks of arduous work on tho 
roll is interesting. Since this re- 
port submitted by Chairman A. A 
Allison, C. C. Roberts and E. L. 
Dupuy, is not generally known, 
oome of their findings are given 
below. 


"We find that the taxable per- 
sonal property in the city on Jan. 
1, 1927, has shrunken materially 
from the preceding year due 
to 
smaller stocks carried by mer- 
chants and the greatly 
reduced 
stocks of heavy machinery hereto- 
fore carried bv the houses supply- 
ing such machinery and equipment 
to 'the local oil fields. 


"When we met to hear the tax- 
payers in regard to the proposed 
raises we made discoveries 
that 


fpr. bly impressed us with the in- 
adequacies of our present system 
of valuation and jqualization of 
the taxable properties of the city; 
which calls for the following ob- 
servations: 


"That little or no real property 
is assessed at higher than 50 per 
cent of its actual value. 


"That the 
valuations 
are far 
from being equalized except with- 
in small areas. 
Taxpayers Notice the Inequalities. 
"That the tendency of most tax- 
payers to reduce their renditions 
are due to said taxpayers' knowl- 
edge of such inequalities in valua- 
tions; most of which, inequalities 
cannot be ascertained 
by the 
board of 
equalization until they 
are pointed 
out'in comparisons 
made by complaining taxpayers, at 
which time it is too late for an 
equalization board to raise same 
and comply with the legal require- 
ments. As there are some 
5000 
assessments on the tax roll, we 
find it Impossible for the tax as- 
sessor to know of all the inequali- 
ties in the valuations and conse- 
quently numerous assessments of 
under-valued properties are scat- 
tered throughout all parts of the 
city which assessments are invar- 
iably Ideated by the taxpayer on a 
basis of comparing valuations. 
"That due to the jrrowth of the 
city the present 
official map 
is 
antiquated and entirely inadequate. 
and works as a handicap to th" 
assessor in beincr able to assess all 
property; and the board of cci.ua. 
izers in being able to determine 
the accurate location and area of 
numerous properties assessed." 
Recommendations of the Equalizers 


1. The advisabilitv of a new and 
accurate mapping system, 
giving 


lines, dimensions, ownership 
and 
other esFontlnl data. 
2. Advisabilitv of a thorough 
and complete mmr-lnM of all re.nl 
property within the city with ref- 
erence to the size, location and im- 
provements of such real property 
by a competent, and disinterested 
individual or firm 
of appraisers 
conversant with the scientific na- 
ture of such work in conjunction 
with a committee of representative 
business men appointed by the 
mayor who are thoroughly famil- 
iar with property values. 
In the opinion of the board of 
equalizers such a survey would re- 
sult in such distinct benefits as: 
1. Accuratelv 
reveal 
all Im- 
provements on real estate proper- 
ty and increase values of underas- 
sessed proriertifx only, having no

(Associated .Press Stuff WriterJ 
THE HAGUE—(AV-Tho probabil- 
ity that an American statesman, 
Charles Evans Hughes will be elect- 
ed a judge of the permanent court 
of international justice, has focused 
attention on this tribunal. 


Mr. Hughes has been nominated 
by the national jurist groups of a 
majority of the member states of 
the League of Nations. The elec- 
tion will bo during the September 
assembly of the League. 


The movement which Mi: Hughes- 
launched, while American 
secre- 
tary of* state, 
for 
the 
United 
States to join the court has not 
succeeded owing to difficulties en- 
countered in obtaining acceptance 
by other members 
of American 
reservations. 
But many statesmen 


believe 
the'sc 
negotiations 
may 


some' day b,e reopened. 
In any event 
if Mr. Hughes 
serves OK the court as a judge hia 
experience Is expected to put him 
In a position to advise his fellow- 
countrymen concerning the worth 
of the tribunal and as to ways and 
means..by which the United States 
may adhere to the court statutes 
without imperiling American na- 
tional interests. 


Ellhu Root, 
another 
former 
American secretary of sl/itc, took 
the leading role in organizing the 
court Called by the 
council of 
the League of Nations to help in 
framing its statutes, it was Mr, 
Root who advised the plan of hav- 
ing the judges elected by the coun- 
cil and assembly of the League, 
voting independently and separate- 
ly.The permanent court of justice 


Is often confused with another in- 
ternational 
tribunal 
which 1« 
known as the permanent court of 
arbitration. Actually 
this latter 
tribunal is not a court at all, and ia 
not permanent It is an outgrowth 
of the Hague conference Convoked 
by the late Czar of Russia, I1- is a 
panel composed of some 150 ir.ter- 
national jurists, four appointed bjr 
each state. It never meets as a 
body, but serves as a group from 
which countries in 
dispute may 
chose arbiters for settlement of ar- 
bitration. The American panel 'in* 
eludes Mr. Hughes, Mr, Root, John 
Baasett Moore, (who recently re- 
signed from the bench of the court 
of justice, and is expected to 
and Newton Baker of Ohio. 


The court of justice is a court" of 
law, as differentiated from a court 
of arbitration. Its chief function 
is interpreting the law involved ia 
the operation of treatiesr It ren* 
djrs advisory opinions to the coun- 
cil of the 
League 
of Nations 
These opinions are often accented 
by nations in controversy as a act-* 
tlemen of their dispute. 
, 1 * 


About 60 states have adhered toi 
the statutes of the court of jus- 
tice and many countries have ac- 
cepted as obligatory the jurisdic- 
tion of the court In judicial dis- 
putes. 


The work of the court has' so 
increased that the judges .have to 
spend a considerable part oil the 
year at The Hague where they 
are given the rank of diplomata 
by thft court of Queen W11 helm in a^ 


If Mr. Hughes is 
elected 'his 
term will run until 1030 when :the 
entire court of 11 judges' must 
stand for re-election or renewal.
